keen sense of smell,

Ottawa —News — from Washington 
that the finanee committees of the sen. 


ate has reported the reciprocity bill 
with the Root amendment has net 
caused any great concern in Ottawa. 


It is not regarded as an amendment 
vitally affecting the measure. It places 
a# restriction upon the reading of the 
agreement, but instead of changing 
the original intent it moves ground 
for wider interpretation. 

It is stated in ministerial 
that the original intention was that 
the United States should not) admit 
free Canadian pulp and paper unless 
duties imposed by certain provinces 
Were removed, The federal govern. 
ment, of course, has no authority to 
compel the removal of provineial reg. 
ulations. However, a division of op. 
MON soon manifested itself at Wash- 
Ington as to the effect of the elause, 
and many, including most of the pubs 
Jishers, interpreted it admitting 
free pulp and paper. The Root amend. 
tnent makes impossible this wider eon. 
struction and instead causes it) te
